PASCAGOULA -- Lyle Peterzell's photography career took him across the country photographing famous people, places and things, but returning to 
the Coast and its natural beauty provided his greatest inspiration.

Peterzell, 55, of Pascagoula, died unexpectedly Monday evening from a heart attack. 


But his artwork -- beautiful panoramas and scenes he captured on his native Gulf Coast -- and kind, jovial spirit will live on, said family, friends and 
art community leaders. 


"He loved life, embraced it," said his wife of 15 years, Lanier Peterzell. "He always said that he was just there to take a glimpse of the beauty of the 
Creator with a photograph. He was pretty brilliant .... He was the kindest person. Honest. A spiritual seeker. He loved God. Family was most 
important to him .... He loved his wife, and he took great care of me." 


In an April interview with the Sun Herald, Peterzell said he found many scenes to photograph while on his bicycle, walking or driving "in such a 
diverse, changing and beautiful area." 


"| believe that Mother Nature is the artist, and that | am very fortunate to be able to capture little glimpses of our part of the South," he said. 


Peterzell had a 25-year professional photography career. His wife said he was inspired to it by his late father, who had been an Army Air Force 
photographer. 


Peterzell, born in Moss Point and raised on the Coast, finished high school in Georgia. He worked as a go-fer for a professional photographer 
there, then moved to Los Angeles and spent many years honing his craft of advertising and journalism photography. 


He worked on many photo shoots for People Magazine. 


"He had Thanksgiving with Ringo Starr," his wife said. "He once traveled with U2 for a month. ... But he would never even tell people things like 
that." 


He worked as a photographer for Hecht's Department Stores and Service Merchandise and became paintings and objects photographer for the 
National Gallery of Art in Washington. 


But after 9/11, the Peterzells decided to return to their native Coast. 


"He wanted to be with his sister and two brothers," Lanier Peterzell said. "Family was important to him. He lost his parents at a young age, so family 
meant everything." 


Lanier and Lyle, in their early childhood, lived on the same street in Moss Point, then both their families moved to the same street in Pascagoula. 
Lanier said she "was supposed to be born on his birthday." They lost touch for many years, but got reintroduced at a Christmas party, and "boom, 
that was it," she said. 


Peterzell has an exhibit, "Along the Shore -- The Mississippi Gulf Coast in the Photography of Lyle Peterzell" at the Montgomery Museum of Fine 
Arts in Alabama, through Sept. 2. His exhibit is alongside one of paintings and ceramics of Walter Anderson. 


In April, Peterzell said having his work hanging with Anderson's was an honor and “he is one of my inspirations." 


Peterzell has long been a best-selling artist at the Walter Anderson Museum of Art's shop, officials there said.

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"He really captured the beauty and essence of the Gulf Coast," WAMA Director Linda Bloom said. "His work is akin to that of Walter Anderson, in 
terms of the clear admiration of the beauty of the Gulf Coast .... He was always very jovial, very friendly and warm and easy to do business with." 


Karen Chewning, WAMA's director of marketing and shop, said she was stunned and saddened by his passing, and that he had just recently 
updated his line of artwork there. 


"Just 10 minutes ago, | was admiring one of his photographs -- one of morning glories," she said. "His work is magnificent, his panoramas of 
bridges and the coastline. He was a very vibrant man." 


Visitation will be at 6 p.m. Friday at Heritage Funeral Home in Moss Point, followed by a memorial service at 7 p.m.

Old Spanish Fort) in Pasca- 
goula is gradually coming 
out of moth balls to take its 
traditional place as a popu- 
lar tourist attraction and 
symbol of this area's Colonial 
history. 

George Fore, an architec- 
tural conservator, is work- 
ing on a restoration plan for 
the early 18th century house 
with FEMA and Mississippi 
Department of Archives and 
History funding. 

The Jackson County His- 
torical and Genealogy Soci- 
ety continues to do its part 
with this year’s presentation 
of the fourth annual Fete La 
Pointe gala on March 8. Pro- 
ceeds from this event of food, 
mirth, music and drama 
will go to continue recov- 
ery of the Katrina-battered 
structure and for Colonial 
research related to the house. 

Work actually began on 
the LPK House last year, 
when for the first time since 
Katrina, the property was’

Museum artifacts, recov- 
ered after Katrina, are sched- 
uled for evaluation and cat- 
aloging in preparation for 
future display at the LPK 
House and the companion 
museum building that has 
already been restored.

PASCAGOULA — Six 
Pascagoula High School German 
students are among the best in the 
state and the nation as winners in 
the National German Exam. 

The exam is given every year to 
25,000 of the best German students 
in the United States. 

Patrick Gatchell, a second-year 
German student at PHS, placed first 
in the state and in the 97th per- 
centile in the nation. Jim Spencer, a 
third-year student, placed first in 
the state and in the 98th percentile 
in the nation. 

Lindsay Wiggins, a third- -year 
student, placed second in the state 
and in the 97th percentile in the 
nation. 

Drew Rosenzweig, a third-year 
German student at PHS, placed 

_third in the state and in the 95th 
percentile in the nation. Jeffrey Got- 

tlieb, a second-year student, placed 
fourth in the state and in the 91st 
percentile in the nation. 

Erin Sims, a third-year student, 
placed fourth in the state and in the 
88th percentile in the nation. 

Any student placing over the 
85th percentile is considered a 
national winner. National winners 
placing over the 90th percentile are 
eligible to compete for a four-week 
study program in Germany. 


The American Association’ of 


Teachers of German is sponsor of 
the contest with the Goethe Insti- 
tute. Study trips are awarded to one 
student in each state. 

Winners are determined through 
an oral telephone interview in the 
German language with German pro- 
fessors from Millsaps, Mississippi 
State University and the University 
of Mississippi. 

“Tm thrilled and overwhelmed 
with these results,” said Helga 
Arrington, PHS German teacher. 
“Last year, we had two students 
winning, but this year, these six stu- 
dents have really blown me away.

Cultural science often refers to this as an “almost desperate isolation” (Wolfgang Kaschuba), as the 
final state of a development in the field of art that had already begun in the mid-1970s, manifesting itself in the end of 
the historical avant-gardes and in their reassessment as part of a dominant canon. The collapse of ideologies at the 
end of the 1980s and the dawning of the post-ideological age both play a role within this mesh, as much as the end of 
the narrative of youth culture representing the universal culture of renewal, induced by the merciless commercial 
exploitation of the subcultures in the mid-1990s, which in turn coincides with the onset of commercial availability of the 
World Wide Web in 1994. 


In this decisionistic ground state with its infinite possibilities of free decision and development and, as a consequence, 
with the absence of a “we”, the self-positioning of the (artistic) individual becomes the pressing imperative of the 
present, especially when being aware of the increasing medialization of the world, the loss of one’s own body and the 
indistinguishability of what is “real” and what is “fake”.

Two sisters lobby for research 
on rare neurological disease 


Also interested in restarting a support group

Two sisters are continu- 
ing their campaign to edu- 
cate lawmakers and the 
public on a little-known neu- 
rological disease called dys- 
tonia, which affects as many 
as 300,000 people in North 
America. 

They would also like to 
restart a ‘support group for 
others who have the disease. 

Renee Gautier-Hague of 
Pascagoula and her sister, 
Lanier Peterzell of Lucedale, 


‘along with a team of fellow | 


advocates, recently visited 
‘Mississippi's Congressional 
delegation in Washington. 
D.C. They were on a mis- 
sion to educate the lawmak- 
ers on the urgent need for 
medical research toward a 
cure. 

“My sister has had spas- 
modic dysphonia, a type of 
dystonia, for 30 years, yet it 
took her 16 years to get a 
diagnosis,” Gautier-Hague 
said. 

“She was very active in 
‘support groups, advocacy 
and research at the Nation- 
al Institute of Health while 
living in Washington, D.C. 
Educating in helping others 
cope is empowering for her,” 
she said. 

The onset of Gautier- 
Hague’s spasmodic dyspho- 
nia occurred 10 years ago. 
Both sisters have participat- 
ed in several studies at the 
NIH, including one concern- 
ing the genetic nature of the 
illness. 

With SD, the larynx has 
involuntary spasms and the 
voice sounds either stran- 
gled or breathy, making it 
difficult to communicate.

Camp Afloat 


The Pelhams’ Houseboat 


or years, the Pelham houseboat has taken its place on the 
Pascagoula River for the opening weekend of duck season. 
Generations of family members have hunted and fished the river, 
and the houseboat has been a part of those activities for the last 
60 years. 

The houseboat’s barge is made of cypress and was built in 
Gautier in 1933. The three original owners were Jim Pelham; 
his son, Bud Pelham; and Tom Dantzler. who was married to 
Jim's daughter. 

A year or two later, a two-bunk cabin was built on the barge. 
Lighting was provided by kerosene lanterns. and the boat was 

equipped with a small coal stove and an icebox. 

Since then the cabin has been enlarged to house six bunks; a 12-volt 
electrical system, a butane stove, and a refrigerator have been added. But the 
family tradition of setting up a base on the river has remained the same. 

The rustic houseboat is pushed up the river by two skiffs. Regular hunters 
include the grandson of Jim Pelham, also named Jim: great-grandsons Mike 
Stewart, Tim Stewart, and Jamie Pelham: and one great-great-grandson, 
Austin Stewart. 

Tradition extends to mealtimes during duck season's opening weekend. 
Dinner on the first night is always spaghetti. Breakfast is served after the 
moming hunt—some houseboaters are assigned to cook while others clean the 
ducks, which are later served in a stew along with mashed potatoes. 

Over the years. the houseboat owners have hosted a number of Pascagoula 
sportsmen who feel lucky to be included in this family tradition. 
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
